He should not 
have put befura,them three defences, and 
gay what might have happened. Mr Brat- 
ton then proceeded. to contrast- the evi- 
dence of the defonce’ with that of the 
Prosecution, to. show it waa-at ‘varionce, 
Tt wan a question of credibility between the 
witnesses for the prisecntion and the defen- 
dant himself. Insinuationa had been made 
in the Court by hin friend, and-one of ‘tha 
most setions: was that the proscoation had’ 
eombined together for tho purpose of prov- 
ing a charge of murder—the most rerioua 
charge that could be brought against any 


>} man—in order.to'gat a man convicted of 


murder. This was uttorly ridiculous, They 
had soon the demeanour of the witnesses

Mr Goodnow adiressed the Associates on 
tha'law of the caso, first of all dealing with 
the provisions made for the trial of American 
citizena who have committed crimes against 
Chineaa dubjecta, and vice sera, “TE a 
Chinege committed a orime against n oftizen 
of the United States it was provided that 
he should bo trlod according to Chinese 
code of. Jaws in a Chinena court, with 
Amertoan authoritios watching the course 
of the trial. Tfan’ Amarican committed a 
crime againat a Chinese ha was to .be tried 
bofore the Amerlean Conaul, and thepunish- 
ment Infiloted’ must be according to the code 
atthe United Sates That juatios should 
ba ‘equitable and impartial in the_smeri- 
can code it was sid down thatthe Consul 
should ‘give the dactaion in the onre, dut 
that other minda ond other judgimente 
might bo brought fo co-operate ‘or-differ 4 
from him, it waa provided thatdn capital 
cases four reputabla American citizens 
should ait with him, and shall note on hia 
jndgment thelr reagona for pgreeing with 
him or differing from him whon ‘the Conau! 
should render his decision. . In this case tho 
U. 8. Government had thought it af enough 
importance, and had so desired that itshould 
be thoroughly understood that justice should 
be done,.that when it found tho Minister 
of the United States was unable to come 
from Peking to sit in the Court at Canton, 
the Government in Washington ordered bim, 
45 next in rank in their diplomatic sorvice, 
to come there and sit with the Consul. The 
Court had thonght it of enough importance 
to allow ita time to be takon upa great deal 
with matters absolutely immaterial ‘to the 
ease in question, in order that any grain of 
fact material to the ease should bo winnaw: 
ed out of the bushel of chaff. A point had 
beon made in regard to the.form of indict- 
tent, in that ib was stated the crime, was 
committed at Wuchow, Wuchow, of course, 
was not only # town but o Prefecture.

Prefecture of Wuthow, bit he held the 
point would not: he material at ang rato. 
If it was proved that murder was committed 
or manslaughter was committed by an 
Amorican on thé body of Cheng, Lei San the 
small detail in tho indictment could not, 
hava any effect. The Consular Courts were 
not presided over by trained Jawyers ; they 
were not presided over by meu familier 
with the little techincal details of which 
lawyers should be thoroughly familiar, 
and aGeordingly that justice and equity 
should be got at regnrdiess of the 
techni: r o_courts wars 
courts of equity. It-was provided ‘by 
the statutes of tho United States that any 
person who committed murder upon the 
high.seas or upon any river shoit!d be sen- 
tenced to death, but that was qualified by 
a law passed ‘in’ 1897, by.whick a jury 
which committed 1 man for the capital 
crime might make a recommendation that 
their verdict might be hard Jabour for life. 
Tn other words, there wore two crimes’ of 
killing—murder and manslaughter, and the 
easential diffnrance between the two lay. 
that in-murder the killing muat be unlaw- 
fully wilfully, and with malice, and in man- 
slaughter unlawfully, wilfully and without 
malice, The word malice in- law was not 
malics in the ordinary senso. Malice im- 
plied a settled rank hatred, something 
carried in the mind against the other-‘man. 
Malice in Inw waa simply without provoca- 
tion. The rule in‘ ‘law>was that a man 
should Ge taken to intend that which he 
did. Molies did not’ presume for one mo- 
ment premeditation, settled hatred-or ran- 
cour.- Drunkenness was no excuse. - ~The 
question to be decided’ was, Did tho pri- 
aoner at the bar kill the man Cheng Lei 
fan. On that the evidence of the witnosscs 
had got to be carefully weighed. . In con- 
clusion, Mr Goodnow aaid—iIn regard to 
the question which arogo hero. on Friday or 
Saturday, under Rule 71 of the Regulations 
of Consujar Courts, '* Any complainant, in- 
formant or prosecutor may bo required to 
give security for-all-thetedsta of the pro- 
eecution, including those of the. accused, 
and every complainant and: so forth,” not 
« citizen of the United States, shail bo 
so required, unless ‘in the Consul’s 
opinioa jastics ~sliallbo~ better promoted 
otherwise; ‘gnd° when. “such security in 
téfused- the prosecution shall abote.’- In 
this’ particular caso it was the duty of the 
United Stato to prosecute the man accused 
of this shooting.”
